LeFROIAL REPORT FOR THE BVENING TELEGRATE,)

After briefl introductory remarks by Mr.
Lvueh, General Howard procesded ns follows:—

Mr, Chalrman, Ladies and Gentlemen:—I will
present to you, this evenlog, a disoursive no-
ecountof A& jonrney in the boutnam Hiatos,
wken durlng & hollday, referring specially to
tho eondition of the reedman, and incidentally
8o the events of the past, and the feellugs no-
eovsnrily awnkened In the mind of the soldler
by o Lrip through the soctlon of the eountry
Jately grown fumlliar by the impressions of
WhAr,

[ joined the Covgrosslonnl party from Wash-
imgton, bound for New Orleans, and as Lle

arty was tostop at the larger pincm for the
purpose of observation and enjoyment a suffi-
clent time to enable me to make inquirios and
tuke notes, I considered myself particalarly
fortonate in an invitation to accompany them,

I jeft Washington st daylight on the 224 of
pecember Inst, in the coars, g:sslng through
those plages which have now goImne S0 histo-
rical that thelr simple assoclation takes you
back into whal now geem more ke dreams
and visiops than real events, Through Alvx-
andrin, past Fort Elleworth, In sight of Fairfux
Court-honse and Contreville, ncross Buall Itun,
up snd away beyond Manassas Junetion, Cit-
lett's, Warrington, Rappatnnnock, and Brandy
Btation.

1 ehatted with my friends about these battle-
flolds, Althongh beholdlng the places where
prave men and true were saorifioed, It was didi-
eult to repress o feellng of joy ihat the hard
bloody wiar was over and the dark days wero

 and God bad blessod os with the viclory
—a viotory Jn whose crown we now behold the
inestimable jewels of & perpetual Union, saered
Constitution, and liberty and even-haoded
Justice, (Applause.)

Tho children, with thetr ?mnu. filled the
room of this pobhool-honse, and we spoke to Lhem
wordes of enwurnq:-mant. As apch an oocasion
always inspires. The people were somforiably
glothed., They are all poor, but none are do-

ndent on eharity im that place. And never

11 me that theso people are not happler fres,
1f they are not, It I8 beeause of the Infamous,
the mean, contamplible, low-lived selfishnons
that wars npon every right and privilege that
belongs to the ereaturs created in the lmage of
God, (Applause.)

The next morning found our rarl. on the
road to NashvMle, wiah I conld [f\rn von o
transeript of my mind aod heart a8 we wont
along through these rugged places. Thore ik
Lookont Mountain on our left. I have stood on
yonder ook, and snrveyod of five Stalos,
monotalp after mouniain to the left and north,
ridge after ridge to the right and saonth, and this
isgrand old Tentesses, Just as far as the oye
onn reéach, there are vallays ronching out, ench
wntered by It own ercelk, and opening out
between ranges, whieh form hoead lines that
look like some huge animals with their nosos
Jjust beneath the water,

This pleturesgue seenery would sngross you,

but there, on the right, Wwas a combat; thare is
where your own Governor Gearympplause) lost
bin own beloved son, shot down hy his slde:
theroe is where the enomy, from the fortiflea-
tion on yonder mouninin, sent forth shell after
aheil, to scare ns with their scerecching and
sereamiog, and to kill us with fragments, But
the traln moves almost as fast as Lhought.
Here are an linmense rallrond bridge, now a
curlous cave, now the new bridge over the
Tennoessee il hrulgapnrt.whlch the men worked
for months 1o repair the damages of & fow
houry' burning by the enemy; here i Bridge-
port, that remarkable town: I thought It was
an immense place, a8 1 heard of 1L before we
renched IL, consisting, when our army arrived
there, of & slugle old shanty—now, perbaps,
there wre two or Lhiree more,
Next comes "Stevenson,” for some time the
beadguarters of Generil Hooker. Here I first
mot General Grant, whom [ fonnd, Lo my ulter
astonishment, wns not os big as MeDowall or
Stevenson, 1t 18 a little singular the opinlon
we have of men before we see them, and par-
ticularly grent men; we are entirely dissatisied
to nnd them emall and pale, (Laughter)

Well, we journeyed on, up and over the range
of the Cumberiand, through Stony river and
Murfreasboro; and near the latter the traln
stopped, and all tho parly visited o second
Natlonal Cemetery., It 18 finely lald out in
plats on level ground. A poticeable fealure is
the pumerous ranks of “Unknown Dead,”

At Nashville we wore treated with dinner

We stopped for & fow moments at Calpeper
©ourt Honge, and had time to make 1my|ir1m |
about the while and eolored people., A Freed-
men’s Burean officer there Joined the party on
the train, and went on with us to the next sta. |
tion. Hereported all classes in good condition, !
the colored people attending good colore
gchools, taught by an excellent Indy teacher;
and passing on through Chbarlottesville, Gor-
donsville, and Lynchuourg, and other small
places on the road, there was the same testl-
mony, accompanied with an occasionnl shrog
of the shoulder, and some expressions of con-
tempt for the nigger Bureau and nigger school,

As lhe cars halted nt Westdale, a lown on the
boundary line between Virginia and Tonnessea,
two colored girls came into the train with a
subseription lst for the purpose of rilsing
money 1o ald them 1n erecting a schiool-houss,
They sald, “We have noschool; If we can collect
one hundred dollars, and buy a lot, our people
will bulld & bonse, Then we wish you to send
ue a teacher.” This is only one evidence of the
spirit that crles everywhere:—'Bulld schools |
or our ¢hlldren and omselves; we want to |
lenrn."”

At Knoxville we saw large numbers of people
of avery ¢olor, generally very poorly clad, They
recolved the party with every possible demon-
gtration, and Governor Brownlow, too weak to
stand, sat npon the depot platform and re-
eelved our compliments by a warm graso of Lhe
hand and & word of joyous welcome, Hat l
moufh hls bodf' tremblos, and he totters in has
galt, his eyels clear and steady, indleative of the
andomitable spirit of the man., (Applause,)

Here we¢ met a veteran officer, one several
times wounded in the war, a member of the {
Reserve Corps. We found in his office that |
schools bud becn organized, nnd that several |
others existed 1n this reglon, Here [t was that |
Buruside defended succes- fully the place against |
Longstreet, until we came to his relief; here it |
Wik that men, women, and ehildren came out
to meet our army with joy. I recollect many
incldents characteristic ol this loyal people.

In the evening we passed on down the Hol- |
steln bank, norcss the east branch of the Ten-
nessce, through Layton, Swestwater, through
the charming valley of Clearburg, whence 1
storted in 18G4, at the hend of the 4th Army
Corpe, in that stupendons epmpalgn to Atlanta,
on through tne vast forest, past mountain
ranges, and througn the eat of Chuattapooga,
All this journey was as familiar to me as the
old Quaker school-house and the hedge in my |
boyhood, and all these fumilinr namesof famous |
plisces, ns they were mentioned to me, qulck-
ened ru»«;llectlonn and ealled back history. |

From Knoxville to Uhuttunooga I felt a sense
o! freedom, that we were not still marching on,
Just such a night four years before, on the rought
ridges. Oun that pight the rain poured on us in
torrente. Who ean estimate the fortitnde of
vur soldlers, and the falth it required in them
never to faller durlog those years of exposoars
and hardships?—and who dare to suy that God
did not lead them Iu the darkness, and mete
out te them strength of heart to enable them
W overcome these bardships!

Hopling 1o explore Lookout Mountain and
Missionary Iidge, as 1t wie Sunday, It was
agresd to remain for the day ot Chattanoogi.
1 longed to climb the hills and visit the scenes
where I had seen men chinrge on their foes, |
concelved it my first duty, however, to look
after the Interest of the oolored freedmen. T

learned that there were two colored churenes,
a Baptist and a Methodist. Sensitor Davis and
wife and Senator Rumsey nccompanied me to
the Baptist church, We were a litte early, and
the bullding was just opened. We entered and
sat down near the front,

where the train_stopped 1 mingled with the
curious erowd. This crowd had nssembled Lo
ciateh o glimpss of that great radleal *Ben,
Wade." (Applause,) 1 eame to thisconclusion
because everybody always oalled out for old

There were plenty of colored men to tell me
about the wuges, ol the schools, the justioe and
jujustice of the white man, Ocouslonally
young man would shout for Jefl, Davis, and vex
nimselr about my foreign uniform, At Tuscum-
binnclassmateol mineatthe Military Academy
had lived, James Dasuiler. 1 knew him as o
fine man, When the war broke he resigned nis

fervor and effect, As soom as ne ended his dis-
course, converts came forward, and he gave
them his hand; then he prayed for them,

Having learned my name, the minister askeod
me to pray with them, snd with a heart mors
wounoched than usoal bi; the serviees, I did join
with them the best I could In commending
them and their cnuse to the Lord,

As we had & few hours to spare, in spite of the
rain the ladies privalely drove to the Natlonal
Cemetery, situated a couple of miles from the
rallroad depot, to the eastward, A besutiful
Cemetery has been loeated hers, under the
direction ot Chaplain Van Horn, He I8 remark-
able for thé love he benrs for our fallen heroes,
and he bhas arranged and beautified their rests
ing-piace, and sat down with his guiet family
al the gatea

The Cemetery 18 on the Round Hill, where that
mostjimpertuarbable offalifour generals slood
during the battle of Chalianooga—a man wiom
we may love and trust, whom youjmay love
and trust as 1 do, and ever shall,the noble, kind,
ungsgnming, unchanging General George H.
Thomas. {gppluuue.] General Grant was then
the commander of the field.

The cemetery 18 traversed from the base of
the hill by gravelled paths and roads, so lald
out as 1o allow yvou to usgend graduonlly to the
highest point. On the right hund and on the
left you gee the unbroken ranks of the head-
boards of our companions-in-arms., These are
gathered in companotes, troops, and corps,
“Here, General, are your men of the Lith Corps.
Here are those of the 19th, who fell during the
night. Here are those who mounted the roeky
orngs. Hereare the men who burst the gate of
yonder monntuin with Hoolker, and drove the
persistent enemy from his stronghold. (Ap-

lause.) Here they all are—the dend I mean—

he Germans of Sehurz and Steinwehr. Hero
are the white men, the red men, the blaclt
men, All sleep there guietly bencath the sod,
They seem Lo say 1o ue, Benhold how we fought
and bled for the same glorlous canss! United
in life, united in desih, shall we not begueath
10 our brethren what woe have saved, Lhe com-
mon right to treat every loeh of American soll
as freemen, entitled to all the blessings and
penfits of an undivided republie. (Applauss,)

But I must hasten on. In the afternocon wa
met the sehool teachers and ehilldrén the Ame-
rienn Missionary Assoclation have planted
here: w lttle band of teachers and & superin-
tendant bought land, bullt & house for the
tenohers apd made a nice school bullding for
the children, They have called it the “Howard
gSehool House:" and ob, my frisnds, I am proud
af the honor thus conferred on me and on my
name 1 ask no earthly honors xreawr than
this; to be beloved br the poor, and to be linked
in name with thelr school-houses and thelr
ehurebes Lo every part of theland, (Greatap-

planwe)

Lelng so treated that they deemed it best Lo ve-
move; and ciases of defrnuding the negroes of
thuolr dues were reported to me,

I understood that all the teachers of the

| eolored schools atl Grenada, Mlss,, had been

driven away by eltizens, Seyveral of Lthe proml-
nentmen of that placo have assured me that
this matter conld be righted, and peaple grow
very favorable to the gducation of the colored
people,

Al New Orleans T had an Interview with
Muojor<General Hperidun ns to the condition of
the negroes of that State, and he says the
negroes recelve fnir wages In Lthe country; but,
eepecinlly lo those loculities where they have Lo
work forashare of the orops, there I8 great
complaint of frauds belog practised upon them,

[ bad an lnterview with i Bishop of an Epls-
copil diocese, who oxpressed great Interest in
the education of the freedman, Iln ¢connection
with the Eplscopal Church, I found in one
plnce a hospital for the sick, and an asylum
lor colored orphnn children, eaoh under perfect
order and admirably managed. With regard
o education in Loulslana, e (the Blshop) espe-
clally asked me to uppoint an Asslstant Saper-
Intendent of Edueation, amember of hisehurch,
who had tnken grent Interest o the eduenation
of the colored people, nud at his solicltation 1
had the appolntmont made. Unfortunately,
soon after I left, the man, I understand, coin-
menced (o remove Unlon teachers, and began
Lo throw hle entire influence sguinst us; wnd
wo were obliged, upon this testimony, o re-
movo him,

I have realized my loability to defond these
poor peaple, situnteod ad they are. 1 have been
{n the midst of those who are opposed to
their freedom, opposcd Lo thelr advancement,
undineredulous of their vights as men, [ should
like lo tell you ull we heard and all we suw,
but time and space will not allow,

A commodious bullding has ﬁ;?a“:rt?:&?ll%‘:nﬂ
Congregational Soclety of Cincinnatl, of which
Dir. Stows 1s pastor. Thisschool Is established
under the patronsage of the Amerioan Mis-
slonary Arsoclation, It occupies s benotiful
sehool-house, the best I have seen constructed
in tha Bouth, and 1 wondered that for the sum
of six thousand dollars they could possibl
have erected so fine n bullding. I went throngh
different rooms, nnd I found oxcellent tonchoers
and excellent soholars, Conneoted with this
they also have an Asylum for Orphan Clilldren,

From Atlanta we went to Montgomery, Ali-
bamn, There 1 mel a delogntion of nl';luﬂgd
people from varlous parts of the State, and
from Lthix Interview | was entisfied of the tm-
provement in thelr condition within the L
year, Genorally, they received faipwages, That
was their own lestimony; bot there are suill
mmrnmintn from the practioes of fraud in the
n;lﬂ ling of contracls on the part of the em-
plovers,

The fallure of the erops has afectod all olasses
unfavorably, and dissallsfaction exista to n
greater degree among the poorer olasses of
whites than among the colored people,

The Asslstant Cornmissioner, General Swayne
and his assistant, accompanied me to the va-
rious schoolg, and especinlly those of the Epls-
copal Church, which has expressed a desire to
extend the work of edaeation and intellectual
improvement, The several schools are under
his supervision, | belleve there hus been a de-
clded progress In this respect durlng the past
Year.

" The meeting of the colored people at Mont-
pomery was i remurkable one, I meltheém inn
largo room penrGeneral Swayne's office. This
room was filled with men who were from the
city and from differant parts of the State,
After varlous speakers had depleted to me,
somewhat lu detall, thesufferings and tll-usige
to whieh they bad been subjected by proud,
haughty, and domineering jmen, I asked them
cuddenly, “What is the remedy?”’ They sald,
“Glve us the rightto protect ourselves,' I then
sald, “Do you wish the colored people to vote '
With one volee they sald, "You:"' (Applnase,)
But one of their number, an intelligent young
man, said, *1 don't want the colored man to
vole for five years; for 1 want the radleals to
remalin In power. Here and for twenty miles
around they will vote right, but further off they
will vote for Massa Willlam and Massa John to
get thelr good will,” Hereupon an old negro,
with grey hairs, hobbled up, and withabroken
rovincial accent, sald;—"Although we are an
umble, degraded people, we know our friends,
(Applause.) Weo walked fifteen miles ln war
times to find out about the battls, We ecan
walk fifteen miles More now to know who to
vole for,” (Great applanse,)

The guestion was put, when an overwhelming
(majority voled for nniversal manhood saffrage.
Applause,) Several then called out—*\Whnat
does the Genernl think?"” 1 answered, )| thonght
as I do now, necording to the strong affections
of my judgment, reinforced last Monday by
Lthe complote success of the Georgetown elee-
tion. (Great applanse,)

Butit 18 arguéd, 1}o you belleve In ignorant
vouing ?. The only remedy Is Lo remove the
lgnorance, a remedy wlhich every Lrue-heartad
American will work for. 1 mean by it educa-
tion. (Applause,)

At Augusta 1 met the people in one of the
churches: a lurge number assembled, and I had
# very famllinr interview with them, They are
not as bopeful here as at other points, They
complain that they have not been fairly dealt
with by thelr former employers, and, ln many
places, seem not inclined o contrnet for the
coming year., They elalm that the civil courts
aftord them little or no protection, and have a
suspicion of white people generally. Owing
| largely 1o this, and partly to the fallure of the
crope, lavge parties of freedmen have contracted
wiith planters, and have emlgrated from North-
ern Georgin o Mlsulsmlnpl. Arkansas, and
Texas. Outrages on the lives and properiy of
the Mreedmen are common, and are frequently
reported to the ollicers.

In Southh Carolina the Courts seem to afford
no adequite redress, especially in the interior.
We met at the hospital an instanee of strong
falth that Impressed Hself o0 my memory.
Anold man, some sevenly years of nge, bowed
down with hardship, Umped alongjwith nitenu-
ated limbs, He responded rean IIF when 1
spoke 1o b, 1 sald, *Well, my friond, you
have an inheritanee,”  He shook his head and
said, *Oh! 1 am poor, very poor,"” “But have yon
not an inheritance?” He mused n moment,
and then responded, “Oh! yes, | have an ln-
herltance up yonder, & rich one, a muansion
I8 rendy Jor me,”’

We now visited Columbia, 8, . For a few
moments let me have your atlention, and I will
relleve you, Columbin was formerly of impor-
tance, We had fought onr way luto It through
miseranble swamps, und we entered the city in

of itlying In ashes, However just may be the
flerce wrath of retribution, I could not sojourn
in the capitul of = South Carolina without a
feeling of deprecation and sorrow, X

Al Columbia I bad an interview with Gov-
ernor Orr, who expressed mueh Interest in the
wellnre of the freedmen, and the freedmen ex-
yressed Lo me privatelygreatjconfidence o him,
1¢ impressed me with the convietion that he
was exerting himself to preserve order and
oblain lnw thronghout the State, but the lawless
| operations of many greatly prejudice the freed-
men, and dishonest employers resort to allsorts
of mepns to deprive them of thelr wages,

I was sntisfied that 1L was possible to suppress
these evils, nlthough perhaps unot eiffectunlly,
I met the ecolored people in public assembly,
and lound them renemliy cheerful, and willing
to go through the season. Bome complaints

ing agninst them, but I was surprised at the
progress the colored people had made In o sio-
gle year,

where negroes had been murdered, and the
evidence of both white and colored wilnesses
whas amply sufficient to commit them for teial,
but the grand fury or the examining justiocs
fatled to Indict'themn, and they were discharged.

With regard to the condition of the freadmeén
generally, T will give you the impressions left
on oy mind after having visited nearly every
Southern State, Thers are yet axisting many
evils consequent upon the change In the state
of the people aod In the wholé labor system,
which time and ’u\u(,-m expetiegnce ulone cnn
remove. The influence of work has Kﬂllisl"ll“!’
been very bepsficinl Lo both classes of peoole.

Many apparently prejudiced persons assalled
the Freedmen's Burean in genersl terms, but
falled to Inform meof specific objections against
it, or nnme any objectionable case of (s ad-
minisiration—1 mean to thelr own knowladge,
To these men the Burenu wus odlous, because
executing & United States lnw which they hate,
